For my part, I truſt, that torapeh his Grace whs 
hath commanded me,zoz to.be overcome of. evill, but to overcome evill 
with good, T ſhall beableto carry along my Anfiver without, any 
of thoſe miſcarriages:but wbether my Anta _—_—_ bath-ſtecrd the 
courſe of this Chriſtian equitie and fairnefſe in his Obſervations, 
the firſt part of this Anſwer ſhall informe:In thelatter,the ſtreng:h 
of his revſonings ſhall bave a faire and Chriſtian Tall. 
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To begin with that , wherewlth he ends, ( which yet was the 
beginning of the whole ſyſteme of this diſcourle againſt me; for 
that which is »Itimum in executione, is ſtill primum in intentione. 
Whereas he incenſeth the Parliament againſt me, as one that hath 
preſumptuouſly undermined the undoubted priviledges thereof by the very 
roots 3 and withall chargeth me with ſeverall Anti-Parliamentary paſſa- 
ges, diametrally contrary to my National Vow and Covenant ; yea and 
( thatwhichis the firſt-born of all his bitter and bloudy infinua- 
tions againſt me) preacheth this DoArine to the Parliament, that 
they cannot without higheſt. perjury permit any wilfully thus to violate 
t,t} Priviledges in the moſt publique manner ; 1 anſwer, 

1. ThatTI have no wayes mndermined (leaſt of all,done any ſuch 
thing preſumptuouſily)any undoubted priviledge of Parliament, but have 
from the firſt to the laſt, with all uprightneſle and finglenefle of 
heart, as in the preſence of God , with all my might, and all my 
ſtrength, by Preaching, Writing, Conference, and otherwiſe, en- 
devoured to afſert and vindicate the Authoritie, power, and pri- 
viledges of Parliament,to the utmoſt height I was able by the moſt 
diligent and unpartiall contemplation to diſcerne their elevation. 
IfT have not been, or yet am not ſo quick-{ighted , or fo able of 
diſcerning to take their true altitude and height; as ſome others, 
I truſt this weakneſfe and incapacitie in my judgement and under- 
ſtanding, may be atoned with a more gentle ſacrifice, then to be 
arraigned as a preſumpruous underminer of the undoubted priviledges of 
Parliament , or to ſuffer after the inſupportable rate of ſuch a 
charge. If I have denicd the leaſt dram or ſcruple of that Power, 
which is truly Parliamentary and conſiſtent with the word of the 

reat and glorious God ( of which miſdemeanor Iam nor in the 
[eaſt meaſure conſcious to my ſelf as yet )) Imoſt ſerioully and fo- 
lemnly profefſe in the preſence of this God ( my conſcience bear- 
ing me witneſſe in pan > Ghoſt, that T he not) that Idid icout 
of a loving, tender;and affteAionate jealouhie over the Parliament, 
teſt poſſibly they might daſh their foot againſt that Stone , by 
which all Rule, and all Authoritie and power, will one day be 
broken in pieces. So that if either my tongue or pen have inthe 
leaſt miſcarried upon that point, I may truly fay that it was, Error 
amoris, not amor erroris, which cauſed that miſcarriage. I confeſle 
I am in the habituall and ſtanding frame of my heart and _ 

” tender 
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tender and jealous over all the world, and much more over thoſe 
who are deare unto me, butmoſt ofall over thoſe who being deare 
unto me, arelikewiſe more expoſed then others unto the tentation 
and danger of the fin ; extreamly jealous and tender (I ſay JI am 
over ſuch, leſt they ſhould touch with any title or claime the moſt 
ſacred and incommunicable royalties and priviledges- of Heaven, 
and ſo cout it no robbery to make themſelves equall to God ; 
knowing moſt afſuredly,that this is a high provocation in the eyes 
of the moſt High,and if continued in;will kindlea fire in the breſt 
of him whoſe Name is Fealows,which will conſume and devoure. 
- But 2. poſitively todetermine and judge, That I ſhould tran(ſ- 
orelſe the I charged upon me, preſumpruouſly , is little 
lefle then to claime part and fellowſhip with God himſelte in 
the incommunicable property and priviledge of his O-riſcience, 
or heart-ſearching. It is to the heighth of the line of the grea»

3. Incaſe it could be prov that I have either faid or writen 
any thing derogatory to the z2dowbred privitedges of Parliament, yet

Pryme 
burthens with Anti-Parliamentzri/me, and whereby Iam charged 
preſumptnonſly to undermine the undoubted priviledges of Parliament by 
the very roots; TI deſire both him and all the world, to conſider, 
whether it hath not a great concurrence, of the judgements and 
conſciences of men of greateſt worth and learning; yea,of whole 
Nationall Churches in their authorized writings ; yea, whether 
the ſabſtance and import of it to the tull, yea, and more in this 
kinde then I have ever ſaid, or printed, or think ſafe or fitting to 
ſay, hath not been publikely, and in print delivered amongſt us, 
by perſons no wayes ſuſpefted of Arti-parliamentarineſſe in any 
kinde ; yea, and in ſuch books, for which the Author (if hee 
miſtakes not in caſting up the accompt of his own thanks and 
praiſes) hath had large conſtderations in both, from many Par- 
lament mien. 

I begin at home; and appeal toany man of unpartiall thoughts, 
wherher theſe enſuing Paflages faithfully tranſcribed out of that 
much admired piece, intituled, Arntapologia, ſet forth by MF.

Hee chargeth mee, p.21. that #2 ſtead of my Pariſhioners, T have 
gathered an Independent Congregation to my ſelf, out of divers Pariſhes, 
and mine own ; that I preſcribe a Covenant to them before they be ad- 
mitted members of it : that I neglect my Pariſhioners, preaching but ſel- 
dome" unto them, though T recerve their tithes. Tf theſe things (or al- 
moſt any one of them) be true, let MF. Pryne keep his honour and 
place at the barre, and let me be hoyſted ; but if otherwiſe, con- 
trariorum contraria ſint conſequentia. Put let me anſwer. 

i. Iam, andever have been fo far from negleFing my Pariſhi- 
oners in preaching ſeldome to them, that it will be acknowledged (I 
verily believe) 6 ſome hundreds of them, that ſcarce any Mini- 
ſter in or about the City, or throughout the whole kingdome, 
have been more diligent, laborious, frequent or conſtant, in the 


work of the Miniſtery, then I have been amongſt them from my 


- firſt comingunto them, unto this day : For ſeverall yeers toge- 


ther (without ſome ſpeciall hinderance) I preached conſtantly 
thrice, often four times ; ſometimes five or {tx times in a week un- 
to them. And whereas their Covenant and agreement with mee 
was (under the hands of ſome of them in writing) upon my 
condeſcending to their requeſt , of preaching two expoſitory 
le&ures weekly unto them, to findeme an afliſtant to preach once 
on the Lords Day,this afliſtant, after ſome ſhort continuance, de- 
parting to a place of better accommodarion, whileſt I was able, I 
both continued my two weekly Lefures, and beſides preached 
twice unto them on the Lords Day by my ſelf, when I was able;by 
the ableſt I could procure, when I was notablemy ſelf, notwith- 
ſtanding, I never received ſo much as a venny{ to my knowledge) 


from 
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of them, for a whole yeares labour in preaching thoſe 
y Leftures ; nor did I receive above 1 2.1.10. 5.a yeere for 
them at any time. Since I was neceſſitated to diſcontinue theſe two 
res (for which, as Thave faid,] received nothing-for 
a whole yeare together , nor was likely to' receive 'any thing any 
h this was the leaſt ground or reaſon of their difcons 
tinuance) I have upon the requeſt of ſome of them,and that with- 
out either promiſe or hope of any pecuniary conſideration'at all 
from any man, ingaged my ſ{eli{and performed hitherto,and that 
with advantage ) to expound ſome part of the Scripture before 
Sermon on the Lords day, as oft as I ſhould have libertie and op- 
portunitie to preach my ſelf. Nor did I ever diminiſh my Part- 
ſhioners portion in my miniſteriall labours or attendance in the 
leaſt, for that Congregations ſake, which the Gentlemai'is plea- 
ſed to baptizeby the name of T:depenident ; nor didTever pteact eo 
this Congregation apart from my Pariſhioners.Sometimes (I gon- 
feſſe) I prayed with'them,, and now'and then debated'aqueſtiony 
Mn mine own houſe, but ever with my doore open, and libertiegi- 
ven to any of the Patiſhionerstocome and partake inithoſe exer- 
ciſes ; which ſeverall of thetfi'have from time to time accepted of, 
and been preſent with us. The reaſon why I preach not to ſome 
of them as oft as I was wont to doe, is onely becauſe they doe not 
come ſo oft to-heare meas they were wont, yea my innocerty in 
reſpe& of this part of my*tharge', was fully atteſted: under the 
hands of 45.of my Pariſhioners (the greateſt part, if not the whole 
number of them, being of the belt affeCted both to Parliament and 
Religion in the whole Pariſh) in a Petition tendered unto the 
Honourable Committee, before which I was called, for my con-
